Facility Inspection - Opening Conference

We met in Mr. West's office located in the main office
building for Chemical Processors, Inc.. Others from
Chem~Pro were Mr. Dennis Stefani and Rick Morton.

Mr. David Goto from the Boeing Company. Mr. Boyd and

Mr. Pierre from USEPA. Mr. Ashley from WDOE.

Mr. Pierre opened by explaining why USEPA was present and
the general purpose of the inspection. He explained that
WDOE was the lead during the inspection. Mr. West
introduced his staff membears and Mr. Goto. Mr. West
explained that because of Western Processing issue and
the fact that the Boeing Company sends a large amount of
their wastes to chem-Pro, they have chosen to send one
their people to oversight inspections. Mr. Goto is from
Boeing's RCRA group. After the plan for the inspection
was decided, we went to the facility at Pier 91. We
inspected the site and records while there.

The used oil received and checked for PCB if there is a
question. The generator supplies an analytical report. The
material is sent through the oil seperator and stored. The
0il is analyzed when the holding tank is filled. This will
tell how the oil will be recycled. The water and sludge
from the seperator is analyzed which will tell how they will
be treated and disposed of.

The industrial waste water is analyzed by the generator
before delivery. The report is used to determine where in
the facility the shipment will go. Chem-Pro spot checks
shipments that are questioned or new. They look for
cyanides, pH, and phenols. The waste water is stored in
tanks until treatment or shipment to chem-Security. The
holding tanks are in uits that are bermed to 110% of all
tanks within the unit.

The other materials that come into the facility are examined
and seperated into usable and unusable units. The unusable
units are sent to Chem-Security.

The holding tanks all have covers. The ground is protected
throughout the site by a ground cover except the SE corner
tank unit. Catch basins are located thoughout the
operational area.

They maintain a manifest file, analytical file and a
generator's file. The wastes are analyzed by the generator
or by Chemical Processors own laboratory. The facility has
a permit with METRO for discharging to METRO and a permit
with SEattle/King County for disposal of approved materials.
